Fruit vessels plying between infected or suspected fruit ports and ports of the 
United States—Amendment of Circular No. 134 of 1900. 


[Cireular No. 34.]

To United States consular officers, masters and owners of vessels, collectors 
of customs, national, State, and local quarantine officers and others: 


In view of the fact that five days’ detention is considered sufficient 
in the case of passengers on fruit vessels leaving uninfected fruit ports 
of Central and South America for ports of the United States, paragraph 
7 of Department Circular No. 134, dated August 31, 1900, entitled 
“Special regulations for the government of vessels plying between 
infected or suspected fruit ports and ports of the United States,’’ is 
hereby amended by substituting the word ‘“‘five’’ for the word ‘‘ ten”’ 
wherever the latter occurs in said paragraph.

Quarantine proclamation— Quarantine board of Mobile Bay. 


MOBILE, ALA., April 1, 1902. 

In accordance with law, and by virtue of authority vested in me by 
the quarantine board of Mobile Bay, I, J. C. Bush, president of said 
board, do hereby declare that from and after sunrise on April 15, 1902, 
and until December 1, 1902, unless sooner revoked, quarantine shall be 
enforced against all vessels entering Lower Mobile Bay, as follows, 
according to following schedule: 

First class. Vessels which are not included in the classes named 
below shall be subjected to necessary sanitation and then be given free 
pratique. 

Second class. Against vessels arriving from suspected ports (United 
States, Central and South American, and West Indian) which in the 
judgment of this board are considered suspicious ; such vessels shall be 
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detained, together with their crews, cargoes, and passengers, for such 
period as this board may from time to time determine. 

Third class. Vessels arriving from ports known to be infected shall 
be disinfected and detained, together with their crews and cargoes, for 
a period of not less than five days after disinfection. 

Fourth class. Against all vessels and their contents that are infected, 
or with a history of infection during the present year, and that have 
not subsequently been subjected to improved modern sanitation ; such 
vessels will be spoken off Mobile bar and ordered by the pilots to Ship 
Island Quarantine Station. 

Fifth class. Against all vessels and their contents that during the 
quarantine season have visited ports declared by this Board infected, 
and subsequently arrive in Mobile Bay from foreign or domestic ports, 
where no disinfection by the improved process is practiced. Such ves- 
sels uot having been disinfected, or certificates to that effect not being 
produced, shall be subjected to complete sanitation, and held for such 
period as this board may determine. 

_ All vessels arriving from ports known or suspected to be infected with 
cholera or bubonic plague, shall be disinfected and detained for such 
period as this board may determine. 

Vessels engaged in the tropical fruit trade, where sanitary conditions 
and health record are satisfactory, may be permitted to pass the quar- 
antine station after daylight inspection under such regulations as this 
board may, from time to time, determine. 

Vessels from Bonacca, Utilla, Truxillo, Swan Island, Grand Cayman, 
and Cayman Brac may be given free pratique after inspection at quar- 
antine station. but vessels from these ports, with passengers, may be 
subjected to such detention and inspection as this board may prescribe. 

Healthy vessels, not otherwise subject to quarantine, which have 
touched for coal or orders at intertropical islands reported free of infec- 
tious diseases, without taking on board at such islands either passengers 
or freight, may, at the discretion of the board, be allowed to pass with- 
out disinfection or detention, provided they have been more than five 
days in transit from port of call. 

All vessels. however, entering the bay, except those holding release 
certificates, must be inspected by the quarantine physician and procure 
pratique before coming to the city, or communicating with other vessels 
or persons. 

Vessels engaged in the fruit trade between this city and ports of Cen- 
tral and South America will be required each trip to present at the 
quarantine station in lower Mobile Bay, certificates from sanitary 
inspectors of the U. 8. Marine-Hospital Service, stationed at said ports, 
showing satisfactory sanitary condition of ports and contiguous vicini- 
ties, as well as similar condition of vessels, cargoes, and crews, and in 
addition thereto will on arrival at Mobile Bay Quarantine Station be 
subjected to careful daylight inspection and detained only for cause. 
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The restrictions herein proclaimed are subject to change, at the 
option of the quarantine board, to meet particular cases. 

The rules and regulations in force in 1892, except when in conflict 
with the provisions ef this proclamation, remain in full force and effect 
during 1902. 


Regulations governing fruit vessels from ports not known to be infected during the quarantine 
season, 1902. 


1. All vessels engaged in the tropical fruit trade between Central 
American, South American, and West Indian ports and Mobile, shall be 
detained at the quarantine station of Mobile Bay only long enough for 
a thorough inspection by day by the quarantine officers, provided said 
vessel shall strictly conform to the regulations herein expressed. 

2. The crew shall be, as nearly as possible, composed of immunes. 
They shall be changed as little as possible. 

3. Vessels shall be stripped of all woolen hangings, carpets, curtains, 
and such like materials, and upholstered furniture as far as practicable. 

4. They shall not touch at such ports or stations as are not mentioned 
in their schedule, which latter shall be communicated to the quarantine 
board of Mobile Bay. 

5. Vessels shall not touch at any infected port, going or coming. 

6. They shall have no communication with any vessels during their 
voyage, except in case of distress. 

7. The captain or any other officer may go ashore at a fruit port under 
the supervision of the U. S. Marine- Hospital Service medical inspector, 
only for the purpose of entering or clearing vessels. 

8. No vessel shall lie at any wharf at night at a fruit port, except as 
provided in especial cases. 

9. Vessels must be anchored at night well away from shore in the 
harbor, or in midstream in the river at the fruit port. 

10. Masters shall furnish the resident and U. S. Marine-Hospital 
Service medical inspector with a list of all persons on board. 

11. When arriving at the quarantine station of Mobile Bay the master 
shall, under oath, make a full disclosure of all the ports and places he 
has visited on his voyage. 

12. Masters are hereby warned that the violation of any regulation 
may be the cause of detention of the vessel at the quarantine station of 
Mobile Bay, thereby causing damage to or loss of cargo, and should 
impress this fact on all their officers and crews. 

13. Full quarantine restrictions will be imposed on all vessels whose 
officers attempt deception if regard to any case of sickness, or material 
capable of carrying infection, or disregard the rules and regulations of 
the quarantine board of Mobile Bay, and such restrictions will be 
imposed thereafter on every vessel on which any officer who has pre- 
viously attempted to practice deception is found in any official capacity. 
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14. Any injury to furnishings or effects due to disinfection shall not 
be paid for by the board. 

15. No passengers will be allowed on any fruit vessel coming to 
Mobile from Bocas del Toro, Colombia; Port Limon, Costa Rica; and 
Havana, Cuba. 

16. All laborers who may be taken on the ship for loading purposes 
must have their baggage disinfected before boarding the vessel, and 
must have no intercourse with the shore subsequent to their entry upon 
the vessel until their final discharges therefrom. 

In the eveut that a case or cases of yellow fever are reported at any 
fruit ports by the U. 8S. Marine-Hospital Service medical inspector, 
these additional rules and regulations shall be in full force and effect 
as to such ports so reported : 

First. All rules governing the shipment of fruit from other ports 
must be complied with. 

Second. A medical inspector shall be placed on board of all vessels 
from these ports, whose duty it shall be to see that all rules are strictly 
enforced, and shall keep a daily record of the health of the officers and 
crew, noting temperature and pulse rate. 

Third. The cabin, forecastle (living quarters), and wearing apparel 
to be disinfected on arrival of vessel at quarantine station, Mobile Bay. 

Fourth. If yellow fever should be reported as epidemic at any fruit 
port, vessels from such places will not be allowed to enter or discharge 
cargo at Mobile. 

Fifth. None of the crew shall be discharged at Mobile until after 
undergoing five days’ detention at quarantine station. 

Sixth. In case of vessels arriving at quarantine station having on 
board suspicious or positive cases of yellow fever, or have had same 
during the voyage, they will not be allowed to cross the outer bar. 

Seventh. All rules and regulations applying to unloading cargo at 
this port to be carried out under police supervision and the expense of 
the same to be paid for by the fruit companies. 

The following-named persons are the duly authorized officers of the 
board for the coming season and must be respected accordingly : 

Dr. Henry Goldthwaite, health and executive ofticer. 

Dr. W. W. Scales, quarantine physician. 

Mr. R. B. Owen, secretary and treasurer. 

Dr. W. W. Seales, quarantine physician, will have full charge of the 
quarantine station, under the direction and supervision of the health 
officer, and will be held responsible for the management of the same and 
for the conduct of the employees, with power to discharge for drunkenness 
or insubordination. 

All employees at the station will be expected and required to perform 
the duties for which they are employed, and drumming or soliciting 
trade for anyone is strictly forbidden. 

Complaints arising at the quarantine station must be forwarded, in 
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writing. to the health officer, through the quarantine physician. and all 
other complaints must be submitted in writing, together with such 
evidence as may be in hand, direct to the health officer. 

Runners, or persons soliciting trade for merchants in this city or else- 
where, will not be allowed to board vessels until the same have been 
granted free pratique by the quarantine physician and are beyond or out 
of the quarantine anchorage. Except those required by law to enter the 
quarantine anchorage, no other persons will be allowed within said 
anchorage or to visit the station, unless by special permission of the 
quarantine physician. Violations of these provisions will be prosecuted 
in courts of competent jurisdiction. 

For the information of all interested, an ordinance in relation to quar- 
antine, adopted by the honorable general council of the city, is published 
as follows: 


An ordinance to prevent violations of quarantine. 


Section 1. Be it ordained by the mayor and general council, That any person who 
shall violate or escape from quarantine lawfully established by any authority and enter 
the city of Mobile, shall be arrested by the police and conducted out of the city, to the 
nearest quarantine station, and may, in the discretion of the mayor, be fined not exceed- 
ing $50 for each offense. 

Sec. 2. Be it further ordained, That any person who shall bring, or cause to be 
brought into the city of Mobile, any article or merchandise in violation of any quaran- 
tine regulation of this city, county, State, or the quarantine board of Mobile Bay, shall, 
on conviction, be fined not exceeding $50 for each offense, and such article or merchan- 
dise shall, in the discretion of the mayor, be removed, disinfected, or destroyed, at the 
expense of the offender. 

Sec. 3. Be it further ordained, That any person who shall aid or instigate any other 
in committing any offense above described, or shall in any way be instrumental or con- 
cerned in such offense, shall, on conviction before the mayor, be fined not exceeding $50.

MICHIGAN.—Reports to theState board of health, Lansing. for the week 
ended March 29, 1902, from 68 observers, indicate that tonsilitis, small- 
pox, intermittent fever, scarlet fever, puerperal fever, and diphtheria 
were more prevalent and whooping cough, erysipelas, and dysentery 
were less prevalent than in the preceding week. Meningitis was 
reported present at 4, whooping cough at 20, diphtheria at 26, enteric 
fever at 42, measles at 64, scarlet fever at 90, smallpox at 165, and 
phthisis pulmonalis at 216 places. 

NEW JERSEY—Passaic.—Five weeks ended March 15, 1902. Census 
population, 27,777. Total number of deaths, 61, including diphtheria, 
1; searlet fever, 1, and 1 from measles. 

NEW YoOrRK.—Reports to the State board of health, Albany, for the 
month of February, 1902, from 156 cities, towns, and villages, having 
an aggregate estimated population of 7,467,050, show a total of 10,670 
deaths, including diphtheria, 264; enteric fever, 93; measles, 166; 
scarlet fever, 162; whooping cough, 72; smallpox, 51, and 1,100 from 
phthisis pulmonalis. 

The Monthly Bulletin says: 


La grippe has been reported throughout the month from all parts of 
the State and is estimated to have caused 1,500 deaths, the same as in 
January; the average for the past ten years for the month has been 
1,200. 

Acute respiratory diseases caused 2,240 deaths, 100 in excess of the 
average. There were 1,300 deaths from pneumonia, or 60 per cent of 
the acute respiratory. Bright’s disease caused 236 deaths. 

Smallpox continues in numerous places in the Adirondack region. 
An inspector from this department is on constant service there, the 
lumber camps forming a complex element in its management, and sup- 
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pressive measures are being energetically carried out. Except the 
metropolis there are few other affected localities in the State. In New 
York City there were 48 deaths, 2 at Binghamton, and 1 in Clarkstown, 
Rockland County.

Report from Hongkong— Plague on steamship Ballaarat at Shanghai. 


HONGKONG, CHINA, February 25, 1902. 


Str: I have the honor to transmit herewith the abstract of bills of 
health issued at this station during the week ended February 22, 1902. 
The week was an exceedingly busy one, 11 vessels having been 
inspected ; 698 individuals were bathed at the disinfecting station, and 
759 bundles of clothing and bedding were disinfected. The sanitary 
returns for the week give 1 case of diphtheria, 2 cases of enteric fever, 
and 6 cases of smallpox, with 6 deaths. The cases of smallpox occurred 
among Chinese, and it is highly probable that the disease is more prev- 
alent than these figures indicate. * * * A cablegram from Shanghai 
states that the P. and O. steamship Ballaarat is at present held in quaran- 
tine there because of 2 deaths aboard due to plague. Many dead rats 
were found aboard. This steamship carries the English mail between 
Calcutta and Shanghai, with Hongkong asa port of call. The steamship 
arrived here the 16th instant and sailed for Shanghai the following day. 
It is probable that the infection came from India, as there was but little 
communication with the shore at this port, and no cases of plague have 
been reported in Hongkong since January 16, 1902.

CIENFUEGOS, CUBA, March 24, 1902. 


Sir: Through the chief quarantine officer for the island of Cuba, I have 
the honor to transmit the following weekly report of transactions in the 
district under my command, for the week ended March 22, 1902: 

Nineteen deaths have occurred in this city. Of these, 8 occurred in 
the civil hospital. Causes of death as follows: Tuberculosis, 5; tetanus, 
2; paludism, 1; meningitis, 1; nephritis, 1; gastro-enteritis, 1; gas- 
tritis, 1; typhoid fever, 1; heart disease, 1; cirrhosis of the liver, 1; 
endocarditis, 1; appendicitis, 1; Bright’s disease, 1; hypertrophy of 
the heart, 1. Death rate per 1,000 inhabitants, 24.76. 

March 18, the seaman from the bark Boylston was discharged from 
hospital, cured. March 21, 4 American seamen were discharged from 
the Quinta de Salud Their diseases were parotitis, 2; bronchitis, 1; 
typhoid fever, 1. All personal effects, hammocks, and bedding were 
disinfected at this station prior to going on board the gunboat Yankton. 
This leaves but 2 American seamen in hospital in this city—1 with 
syphilis and the other has a bubo (nonvenereal). Eleven vessels 
inspected and passed, granted free pratique; 3 vessels admitted without 
inspection ; 7 alien steerage passengers inspected and allowed to land, 
and 29 bills of health issued vessels leaving this port. 

Casilda.—Acting Asst. Surg. Alejandro Cantero reports 3 deaths in 
the city of Trinidad. No contagious diseases reported. Fourteen ves- 
sels inspected and passed, granted free pratique; 14 bills of health 
issued vessels leaving Casilda, and no alien steerage passengers landed 
at that port. 

Santa Oruz del Sur.—Acting Asst. Surg. Pedro M. Quevedo reports no 
deaths at that port during week ended March 15. No contagious dis- 
eases reported during same period. Six vessels inspected and passed, 
granted free pratique; 4 bills of health issued vessels leaving that port, 
and no alien steerage passengers landed at that port.

MATANZAS, CUBA, March 26, 1902. 


Str: Through the chief quarantine officer of Cuba, I have the honor 
to submit herewith the following sanitary report of the transactions of 
the Service in the second quarantine district of Cuba for the week ended 
March 22, 1902: 

Matanzas.—Fourteen deaths occurred in the city of Matanzas during 
the period covered by this report, showing a mortality of 15.04 per 
1,000. The principal causes of death were as follows : Tuberculosis, 3 ; 
congenital debility, 1; enteritis, 1; septicaemia, puerperal, 1; hepatitis, 
1; nephritis. 1; eclampsia, 1; cerebral congestion, 1; urzmia, 1; other 
causes, 3. One case of diphtheria was reported. Nine vessels arrived 
during the week ; 2 of these were inspected and passedand 7 passed with- 
out inspection ; 9 bills of health were issued to vessels leaving this port. 

Cardenas.—Acting Asst. Surg. Enrique Saez reports that 8 deaths 
occurred in Cardenas during the week of the following causes: Tuber- 
culosis, 2; endocarditis, 1; malarial fever. 1; puerperal fever, 1; hem- 
orrhage, 1; other causes, 2. The death rate during the week was 16.80 
per 1,000. No case of infectious or contagious character was reported. . 
Sixteen vessels arrived; 3 of these were inspected and passed and 13 
passed without inspection; 13 bills of health were issued to vessels 
leaving the port 

Isabela de Sagua.—Acting Asst. Surg. Pedro Garcia Riera reports 
that 10 deaths occurred in the municipal district of Sagua of the fol 
lowing causes: Tuberculosis, 4; nephritis, 1; pneumonia, 1; enteritis, 
1; other causes, 3. The death rate during the week was 24.45 per 
1,000. Fifteen cases of varicella were reported. Twelve vessels arrived ; 
2 of these were inspected and passed and 10 passed without inspection 
10 bills of health were issued to vessels leaving the port. 

Caibarien.—Acting Asst. Surg. Leoncio Junco reports that 3 deaths 
occurred in the municipal district of Caibarien of the following causes :

Sir: Through the chief quarantine officer for the island of Cuba, I 
have the honor to submit herewith the following report for the week 
ended March 8, 1902: 

Santiago. — During this period there was a total of 14 deaths reported, 
making the annual rate of mortality for the week 16.9 per 1,000. The 
causes of death were the following: Fever, intermittent malarial, 1 ; 
diphtheria, 1; organic diseases of the heart, 2; bronchitis, acute, 1 ; 
diarrhea and enteritis (under 2 years), 3; affections of the liver, 1; 
ill-defined or unspecified causes of death, 5. During the week 15 ves- 
sels entered this port, of which 8 were inspected and passed, 4 were 
passed without inspection, and 3 were boarded and passed on medical 
officer’s certificate. Thirteen vessels received bills of health prior to 
leaving port. 

Manzanillo.—Acting Asst. Surg. R. de Socarras reports a total of 7 
deaths, making the annual rate mortality for the week 25.16 per 1,000. 
The causes of death were as follows: Tubercle of lungs, 1; alcoholism, 
chronic, 1; cerebral congestion and hemorrhage, 1; organic diseases of 
the heart, 1; pneumonia, 1; diarrhea and enteritis (2 years and over), 
1; Bright’s disease, 1. During the week 8 vessels were inspected and 
passed on arrival and 9 vessels received bills of health prior to sailing. 

Guantanamo.—Acting Asst. Surg. H. 8. Caminero reports 4 deaths, 
making the annual rate mortality for the week 11.55 per 1,000. The 
following were the causes of death: Fever, malarial intermittent, 2; 
cerebral softening, 1; organic diseases of the heart, 1. During the 
week 2 vessels were inspected and passed on arrival, 2 vessels were 
passed without inspection, and 2 vessels received bills of health prior 
to leaving port. 

The case of smallpox reported two weeks ago has completely recov- 
ered; no other cases have been reported. The hut occupied by the 
patient was burned down by order of the authorities. 

Daiquiri.—Acting Asst. Surg. Juan J. de Jongh reports that no 
deaths have occurred. Four vessels were inspected and passed on.

On March 15, 1902, the provisional flag steamship Julia was disin- 
fected prior to leaving for Porto Rico. One immune and 28 nonimmune 
certificates were issued to passengers embarking on this vessel.

Reports from Berlin— Plague and cholera in various countries. 


BERLIN, GERMANY, March 20, 1902. 


Str: I have the honor to transmit the following information obtained 
from the imperial health office (Kaiserliches Gesundheits Amt), at 
Berlin: 


Plague. 


EGyptT.—Between February 28 and March 6, there were registered 14 
plague cases and 6 deaths, viz, in Tantah and Nahtai, each 3 cases, 2 
deaths ; in Kom-el-Nour, 8 cases, 2 deaths. 

BRITISH INDIA.—From February 8 to February 14, there were 
recorded in the Bombay Presidency, 5,881 plague casesand 4,406 deaths— 
that is to say, considerably less than during the foregoing week. In the 
city of Bombay, during the week ended February 18, there were regis- 
tered 778 plague cases and 663 deaths. In addition to which, 230 
deaths were described as ‘‘ suspected" plague. 

JAPAN.—In Formosa, during the period from January 1 to January 
21, there occurred 100 fresh plague cases, of which 80 ended in death. 
From January 15 to January 21, there were registered in the port of 
Tamsui alone, 13 plague cases, all ending in death. According to 
official statistics, the total numper of cases of plague in 1901, amounted 
to 4,519, of which 3,634 terminated in death. 

British East AFRIcA.—In the Uganda Territory, which is under 
British protectorate, according to a telegraphic report of March 11, the 
plague has broken out among the Indian coolies and African natives. 


Plague and cholera. 


BriTIsH InDIA.—Between February 2 and February 8, 50 persons 
died of cholera in Calcutta, and there were also recorded 143 cases of 
plague, with 124 deaths.

An anthrax (milzbrand) infection by means of goat’s hair. 


[Translated from the German of Dr. L. Heim, professor and director of the Hygienic- 
Bacteriological Institute of the University of Erlangen. }

BERLIN, GERMANY, March 20, 1902. 


From the district physician in Dinkelsbiihl, Dr. Federschmidt, I 
received on April 7 a piece of flesh, cut from the cheek of a 17-year-old 
girl, an employee in a brush factory. According to the report which 
followed, the girl first noticed a vesicle on April 1. (n April 3 she 
was still at work in the factory, although the right cheek had already 
commenced to swell. The swelling then spread to the neck, and was 
accompanied by fever and pain, while at the place of infection there 
was a small eruption, the center of which was black. and a dull matter 
was oozing out. Temperature, 40° F.; pulse, 110. On April 4 an 
operation was made, the part affected being cut out. 

The piece of flesh sent to Erlangen could not be examined immedi- 
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ately, as I happened to be absent in Berlin at the time. On April 9 I 
applied to the imperial health office at Berlin for permission to make the 
examination there, and I hereby express my sincere thanks to the 
deputy president, Dr. Réckl, and to Prof. H. Kossel, the head of the 
bacteriological department, for their kind reception in their laboratory. 

On April 10 I received from the district officer in Vinkelsbiihl a 
specimen of goat’s hair with which the sick girl had worked. 


1. Examination of the piece of flesh of the patient. 


After the flesh had been cut up into several small parts, a small 
piece was inserted under the skin of a guinea pig, and two smaller 
pieces were used for experiments upon 2 white mice. The other pieces, 
after being laid upon gelatin and colored with Loffler’s blue, were used 
for microscopic examination. An inspection revealed the presence of 
anthrax bacilli. The avimals inoculated remained alive, although at 
the place of inoculation abscesses formed, in which were found large 
quantities of pus. On April 14 the diagnosis of anthrax was definitely 
made. 


2. Examination of the specimens of goat’s hair. 


A handful of the goat hair from the factory in question was placed 
in bouillon. Subsequent experiments with cultures thus obtained dem- 
onstrated the presence of genuine anthrax bacilli. The result of these 
experiments was that it was decided to include goats’ hair among the 
articles mentioned in section 1 of the law requiring the disinfection of 
certain materials imported for brush factories.

The spread of cancer in the German Empire. 


{By government counsellor, Dr. Wutzdorff, of the imperial health office, Berlin.— 
Synopsized translation. ] 


BERLIN, GERMANY, March 24, 1902. 


The frequency of individual causes of death has in the course of time 
shown remarkable variations. Apart from the epidemic outbreak of 
certain diseases like plague and smallpox in former centuries, which 
claimed unnumbered thousands and even millions of victims, it has been 
mainly the hygienic—and latterly also the therapeutics measures which 
brought about such a great change. During the middle ages leprosy 
occurred so frequently in Europe, that in order to battle with it there 
existed at the beginning of the thirteenth century in France alone 
2,000, in the whole of Christendom about 19,000 leper hospitals. Owing 
to the strict isolation of the patients, this disease has gradually almost 
entirely disappeared in Germany. The history of scurvy, which on 
account of the large number of victims claimed by it in former times, 
frustrated so many enterprises of the navy and the merchant marine. is 
also extremelv instructive. In the case of this disease, too, it was 
principally due to hygienic measures that it became possible to keep 
the same within bounds. The most perceptible—because most rapid— 
improvement, however, wrought by the application of hygienic meas- 
ures, was in the case of smallpox, which, according to the estimate of 
Juncker, claimed annually in Europe at the end of the eighteenth 
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century, about 400,000 victims, and which after the introduction of vac- 
cination, has become so rare in Germany, for example, that many 
physicians have never had occasion to treat a single smallpox patient. 

To what extent therapeutic measures can influence the death rate, 
can be seen in the case of diphtheria during the last few years. In con- 
sequence of the serum treatment, we have been enabled to reduce the 
mortality from this disease by more than the half. 

Tuberculosis has also shown a falling off during the past few years. 
Let us hope that the combined application of hygienic and therapeutic 
measures may result in further success in this connection. 

Gratifying as the above-mentioned results undoubtedly are, we have, 
alas, another fell disease to combat—a sickness which leads, after terri- 
ble and often prolonged suffering, to death—namely, cancer, and which 
is steadily spreading in Germany. In some quarters it has been dis- 
puted that there has been any considerable increase in the number of 
cases of cancer during the past few years. In this connection the fol- 
lowing table is instructive :
